About to Run Its Steamers to 
San Diego—A Wealthy and En- 
terprising English Corporation. 


There has been a great deal of talk 
during the past few days about a rate 
war, on account of the withdrawal of 
the Southern Pacific Company from 
the Transcontinental Association. It 
is believed by many that the Southern 
Pacific people never would have taken 
this step had they. not intended to 
make a fight against the other railroad 
companies, but it is almost certain 
that the move has no such signifi- 
cance, for the reason that any mem- 
ber of the pool could cut rates as mat- 
ters stood, under the interstate com- 
merce law, at any time, by simply 
giving ten days’ notice, and 1t was not 
necess for the Southern Pacific 
Company to withdraw from the asso- 
ciation to accomplish this end. There 
is something behind this move that 


not mean a rate war by any manner of 
means, for the reason that none of the 
companies are in a condition to enter 
into such a fight. A rate warisa 
little bit of playfulness that railroad 
companies .do not enter into unless 
they are doing a big business, and 
feel like doing some advertising. 
When the rate war broke out a few 
eng ago, and first-class fares to the 
ast were cut down to 85, all of the 
companies were in a prosperous condi- 
tion, and it proved to be a * thing 
for the whole country, and there are 
some railroad men who firm! 
that the roads gathered in a 
vest. 
1 believe, said a railroad man, 
„that the companies would do a much 
better business if they could only be 
induced to get 1 a rate war every few 
years. Cheap fares get people in the 
way of traveling, and they will keep 
it 5 for some time after rates are put 
back. Low fares a few years ago got 
thousands of people in the way of 
traveling, and they kept it up for sev- 
eral years after tickets were put back 
at the old figure. No, I do not think 
the companies have any idea of get- 
ting up a rate war, for the reason that 
they do not feel able to go into any- 
thing that will cause a loss of money 
for thatime being. All of them feel 
mighty poor just now, and I am pési- 
tive that we will not have arate war 
this year. The association is bound 
to go to pieces, but the companies will 
get up a new pool almost immediately; 
in fact, I understand that such a move 
is even now on foot. 
The Santa Fé managers, who at- 
tempted to reduce the wages of brake- 
men and baggagemen on their lines $5 
a month each, and backed down when 
a strike was threatenetl, have changed 
their tactics. They are reducing the 
force. wherever they can. There is a 
good deal of dissatisfaction on account 
of this move, for the force has been 
much lighter than it should have been 
for some time, and if the managers 
are not very careful they will get up a 
strike before they are through with

After the opening of the 
Suez Canal, in 1870, the company 
found itself subject to severe compe- 
tition, in both passenger and cargo 
traffic, between England and India, the 
years 1870 and 1871 being the only two 
years since the birth of the compan 

when it paid its shareholders a divi- 
dend of less than 5 per cent. Being 


established mail routes to China, Ja- 
pan and Australia, assisted by Gov- 
ernment subsidies. Their mail con- 
tracts between England and China 
and England and Australia forcin 
them to keep up an average spee 
of 11 knots an hour, which is enor- 
mous when it is considered that the 
journey from port to port takes about 
25 days, during the whole of which 
time that speed has to be maintained, 
without allowance for stoppages at the 
several by-ports on the voyage. The 
Peninsuiar and Oriental Company is, 
in England, considered one of the 
most conservative lines running. It 
has a fleet of 62 ships, not one of which 
is less than 3000 tons, and some are 
over 5000 tons. Some idea of the mag- 
nitude of its business may be ar- 
rived at when it is considered that 
its ships burn over 2000 tons. of coal a 
day the year round and have done so 
for nearly 10 years. Several of its 
ships are retained by the English Gov- 
ernment at a small annual subsidyrto 
be used as transports or cruisers in 
case of war. 

If it does extend its line from Yoko- 
hama to this coast it will probably 
also extend its Australian line from 
Sydney, its present terminus. The 
ships of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company are the finest afloat. On 
some of the latest additions 
to the fleet enormous sums of 
money have been spent on the 
decorations. of the saloons and 
staterooms. One ship, the Shannon, 
has her saloons. lined entirely with 
white marble, picked out with gilt de- 
signs. Others, the Rome and Car- 
thage, have beautiful walnut wood 
paneiing, all. hand-carved in Italy.

INSPECTORS AND SCALE BUGS. 


Last Monday a protest against the 
appointment of Horticultural Inspect- 
ors was presented to the Board of 
Supervisors by several leading horti- 
culturists of the county.’ The theory 
of the protesters seems to be that, 
since the Australian ladybugs have 


the cottony-cushion scale, it is not 
necessary for owners of orange groves 
to put forth any more exertions to 
save their trees from the pest than-to, 
introduce the ladybugs. In this we 
fear that the leading horticulturists 
aforesaid are making a mistake. 
The Australian bugs, while en- 
dowed with an imnstinet that 
everybody must commend most highly, 
are nevertheless a little short of 
human understanding. They need in- 
telligent direction as much as any 
other force in Nature, animate or in- 
animate. While they prey voraciously 
on the cottony-cushion scale, and may 
eventually exterminate it where they 
have full sway, it is still necessary for 
somebody to introduce them in in- 
fected districts and to see that every 
infected district is supplied with its 
quota in order to free the country of 
the slimy little pests. Then, too, to 
render the efforts of the ladybugs 
most salutary, it may be necessary for 
owners of groves to second them, with 
some human effort. The Australian 
bug is an experiment as yet, albeit a 
promising one, and it is not best al- 
ways to let experiments work out their 
own salvation. 

It seems to us that the present is a 
time for horticulturists to redouble 
their efforts to drive out the pests, 
rather than re them. The fact 
that a valuable auxiliary has been 
brought to their assistance ought to 
stimulate them to renewed and more 
systematic exertion. The fact thata 
good deal of money has been spent 
hitherto in useless washes and other 
methods for exterminating the scale 
cuts no figure. This time the orange- 
growers can make a success of it if 
they double-team with their little as- 
sistants. To relax personal effort now 
would be like calling off from battle 
the main body of an army as soon as 
reinforcements arrive. 

The Horticultural Commission, as 
lately constituted by the Board of 
Supervisors, is composed of three 
practical orange-growers, than whom 
there are none in the county who 
stand higher for personal integrity and 
earnestness in the cause. They can 
be trusted to carry on a campaign 
against the pest without attempting 
to mulct the county unduly in the way 
of expenses. They aré not boodlers, and 
are not seeking to enrich themselves 
or their friends tat the public cost. 
Now that these men are just installed, 
and are preparing to get to work, if 
they are dehied the right to employ 
executive officers, as the protest of the 
few petitioners alluded to demands, 
their hands are tied, and their ap- 
pointment would be rendered nuga- 
tory.

R. Workman of Lemon street, one of 
our best and most thoroughgoing Ger- 
mun-American citizens, has perfectly 
demonstrated in his own orchard the 
affirmative, and today on his premises 
the extinction of the pest is total, ab- 
solute and complete, and, should his 
trees hereafter, become infected again, 
it must be from surrounding sources. 
Mr. Workman’s orange and lemon 
| orchard—the latter of which he is the 
originator—occupied about three acres, 
his pride and glory, one of the very 
finest and most productive in the 
county and source of a very comforta- 
ble income for his family; but the in- 
sidious insect closed in around him on 
every sige, and finally overwhelmed 
him wit#destruction. In January and 
February last he * a portion of 
them, cutting off all tops of the 
remainder, leaving only the stubs of 
the large limbs projecting a foot or two 
from the body. He then proceeded to 
give a portion of these most heroic 
treatments: Washed them with undi- 
luted turpentine, from top to bottom, 
and killed every living scale 
and insect on them — and a con- 
siderable portion of his trees also. 
Some of them, however, are putting 
forth quite vigorously, but the treat- 
ment was evidently altogether too se- 
vere. For the balance of his trees, six 
rows, he used a mixture of one quart 
of turpentine to four gallons of water, 
thickening with common wood ashes 
to the consistency of whitewash, and 
applying with brush, completely envel- 
oping the tree from top to bottom. 
Then he proceeded to sow the ground 
with wheat, raising a heavy crop for 
hay, his theory being that the insects 
would not hatch out or live in the 
ground in thespring if heavily shaded 
and kept cool. The result is that not 
a bag can be found on his premises, 
excepting, as he says, au occasional 
stray one that gets over the line from 
some one of his badly - infected neigh- 
bors’ premises, and these, he is con- 
fident, he can keep off until such time 
in the near future when all owners of 
trees shall be compelled, willingly or 
unwillingly, to disinfect as effectually 
ashe hasdone. The treatment of the 
trees with the ashes-turpentine-and- 
water mixture is so simple, thorough 
and cheap —costing but little more 
than one cent per tree—and the labor 
of applying so slight, comparatively, 
that this method must commend itself 
to every practical horticulturist who 
has had any trouble with the terrible 
icerya, and doubtless it is equally ap- 
plicable tothe red scale or any other.
